COMMUNICATION TO RECORD SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 

A telephone interview was held on April 7, 2008 between Examiner Thanh X. 
Luu and applicants' representative Dmitry Andreev. 

Applicants' representative began the interview by reading the following 
statement: "The interview will be focused on a limited number of issues for purposes of 
reducing the time of the interview, and for purposes of expediting an allowance. The 
focused nature of the interview will not be taken as an indication that arguments for 
unpatentability by the Examiner not discussed are conceded to be correct and 
appropriately made. Applicants expressly reserve the right, later in prosecution of the 
present application or another application, to challenge the propriety of the outstanding 
office action on grounds not discussed in the interview." 

Applicants' representative requested the Examiner's opinion about the 
amendment of claim 73 proposed in the Amendment of March 3, 2008 (which has not 
been entered by the Examiner). The Examiner stated that the proposed Amendment 
required further consideration and that the claim limitation can be obvious. 

Applicants' representative requested the Examiner's opinion about the 
amendment of claim 1 1 1 proposed in the Amendment of March 3, 2008 (which has not 
been entered by the Examiner). The Examiner stated that the proposed Amendment 
does not appear to place the claim in a condition for allowance, since in the Examiner's 
opinion, two surfaces being "fixedly adhered to one another" did not mean that nothing 
could have been inserted in between the two surfaces, as suggested by applicants' 
representative. 

Applicants' representative requested the Examiner's opinion regarding the 
arguments traversing the restriction requirement asserted in the Amendment of March 
3, 2008 (which has not been entered by the Examiner). The Examiner stated that the 
limitation of alignment indicated by an electrical signal was in the original claim set, but
